The Working Classes lu England- 
It there is any truth in tho Btato- 
ment that tho Govornmont ot Groat 
Britain is pledged, at tho instigation 
of that fai^soeiug statosman Disraoli 
to introduce a liberal moasuro of re- 
form in tho next sesaionof Parliament, 
it is evident that tho Derby Miniatry 
yielding to tho preasuro of public 
opinion, is determined to win its way 
to power by a bold stroko of policy, 
which, if BuccesHful, will at onco re» 
verse tho positions of tho two groat 
political parties at home, and secure 
tbo Conservative Cabinet in a firm 
tenure of office. Assuming that the 
annoancemeut is founded upon fact, a 
glance at the present status of the 
working olagses, as represented by 
their earnings, who will constitute the 
ohief element to be embraced in any 
extension of the electoral franchise in 
the United Kingdom oan cot be an» 
interesting. Daring the memorable 
debates on the last Beform Bill, the 
most diversified estimates were sub-> 
mitted to Parliament on this subject. 
Mr GIa,dBtone, with the vast resources 
and opportanities at his command, 
. arrived at the conclusion that the 
total annual earnings of this class of 
tho community amounted to near 
£250,000,000, while, Mr Bass, tho 
eminent brewer and member for 
Derby, a thoroughly practical man of 
business, was rather severely rated for 
naming a minimum aggregate of 
£350,000,000. Satisfied ol tho common 
Bonso of his estimate, and anxious to 
obtain as near an approximation to 
the truth as tho nature of such an 
enquiry would admit of Mr Bass en~ 
listed the services of Proteaaor Leone 
Levi, of King's Collcfro, an arithmos 
tioian and statist of acknowledged re- 
pute, and the, last mail from England 
furnishes us with the result of the 
Professor's careful and searching en- 
quiries. The annual earnings of nearly 
11,000,000 male ' and female workers 
in the United Kipgdom, up to the age 
of 60, aooordiog to his oompntation, 
reaches the, enormous sum of JS418,- 
300,000, or 67 per cent, higher than 
Mr Gladstone's estimate. In this caU 
culation are included the wages of 
domestic servants, soldiers, police, &c., 
with tho money value of food, house 
accommodation, or other perquisites, 
usually given in some industries, 
and tho total is thus apportioned ; 
England, i^3ll,500,000; Ireland, £4l8,- 
300,000 J Scotland, £42,700,000. Tte 
avernge income of a working man in 
England, is shown to be 22b. 6d. ; in 
Scotland, 2O3. 6d. ; in Ireland, Ms. 4d., 
and as there are frequently more 
workers than one in a family, on tho 
assumption that there are two earners 
in each family, and taking the average 
earning of men, women and children 
as a basis, the average income per 
family,^ may be set down at 328. 4d. in 
England ; 29b. 6d. in Scotland, and 
23s. 6d. in Ireland; These aro tho 
general results of Professor Levi's care- 
fully oaloulated estimate and the details 
he furnishes whereby he arrives at 
those results are equally interesting. 
Of the total number of earners of 
wages before mentioned in tho difFor- 
ont occupations in tho United King- 
dom, England cun tributes 7. -100,000, 
Ireland 2,127,000, and Scotland 1,101,- 
000; tho aggrogato being, malos from 
20 to GO yesrs, 4,523,500; under 20, 
1,355,000 ; foinaloH, iroin 20 to 60 
2,071,000 ; under 20, 1,147,500. We 
have bef'oro given tho average income 
of working men in the United Xing'. 
dom between tho agos of 20 and UO ; 
the average wages of males under 20 
ia slated at Gs. Ud. in England, 78. bd. 
in Scotland, and Ga. 3d. in Ireland j of 
females, from 20 to 60, 128. 6d. in Eng- 
land, lOs. 6d. in Scotland, and 9s. 9d. 
in Ireland j under 20, Ss. 6d., 8s. 2d. 
and 8b. 4d. The distribution of total 
earnings, according to Industries of 
the United Kingdom, omitting tho 
separate contributions of England, Ire- 
land and Scotland — England being far 
in advance in caoh of the branches — 
gives the following results: Agricul- 
ture, £75,000,000 ; textile fabrics, 
£47,000,000 ; niotal manufacture, in^ 
eluding blacksmilhs, £31,500,000 ; 
building trades, X42,p00,000 ; ship- 
ping, railway, etc., £27,700,000 ; arti- 
cles of dress, £33,000.000 ; mining, 
£l5,000,00U; domoHlic Hcrvico, etc., 
£00,000,000 ; laborers (indefmito)^ 
£20,000,000 J others, £00,000,000. To 
this astonishing amount should bo ad- 
ded tho income of tho working clussos 
from fiuvingH banlcH, a considorablo 
portion of tho £38,400,000 deposited 
belonging to them from friendly so- 
oietiOB, building societies, freehold 
bongo|;,jiit^: gardens, oo-opeMtiyo so- 
oletMi^'b'eneiflt oi|;|i;>s^ sibk ahd burial 
oiaos^uietO/f'i'althoogb tbo returns aro 



too imperfect for definito calculation. 
Tho population of England and Wales 
in 1865, upon which Professor Loone 
Levi bases bis estimate, was 21,000,- 
000, being an increase sinco the census 
of 1861 of 4 88 per cent. ; the popula- 
tion of Scotland, which had increased 
2.26 per cent, during tho same period, 
was 3,136,000, The population ot Ire- 
land during the last deoennium 'has 
boon, owing to continued emigration, 
stationary, if not retrograding. 
Placing it, however, at 7,000,000, and 
estimating the male working olassos 
or oarnors of wages in the United 
Kingdom between tho ages of 20 and 
GO, of every branch of i ndu8try--excopt- 
ing the professional, the greater part 
of tho donioalic, and tho commercial 
elusBcs, which do not appear to have 
been included in tho enquiry— at 5,5oO,- 
000, we shall find that tho ratio is over 
one-fifth of the entire population. In 
estimating, however, tho proportion 
of tho.'io who would bo included in any 
extension of the franchiso, deductions 
would have to bo nuido for Boldiors, 
policemen, and others dislrancbiwod 
by tho nature of their oflico. It is also 
instructive to noto that tho annual 
amount of property and income 
charged with income tax, being in-' 
comos of £100 and upwards, was in 
tho year ended 5th April, I8G1, in 
England jE276,5M,250 ; in Scotland, 
£27,137,918; in Ireland, £320,775,501. 
Assuming that a very small propor- 
tion, if any, of the income of tho work- 
ing^olasses is charged with income tax, 
tho total income of the United King- 
dom thus ascertained would be £745,- 
000,000. The advance of three shiU 
lings per week on wagoa made a total 
annual addition of £143,000,000. There 
are nearly a million paupers In the 
United Kingdom, whose income, 
estimated at 10a. a week, would pro- 
duce £26,000,000. This truly affords 
food for tho legislators of England. 



Another Duel in Prakck. — Anothor 

journalists' duel ! M. F. Surcey, a well- 
known puDgont writer, published a few lines 
in the Opinione Kalionalc lately about the 
Liberie and tho way it is maoaped by M. 
Emilo de Girardin, which movoil all the stall 
of that journal from ita propriety, except iis 
caee-hardened rcdactcur-ciuchcf. M, Sarcey 
said that all the wriliD^s in the Liberie 
amounted to nolhiug more than pot-boujo 
conversation. M, de Girardin's lieulenants 
fell themselves insulted collectively by tliis 
criticiem, and drew lota to decide which of 
them should send a challenge to M. Sarcey. 
Tho lot lell upon M. Pessard. Ha sent two 
of his colleagaes, M. Clement Dovernois and 
M. Arthur do Fonveillo, lo throw down the 
gauntlet. M. Sarcey selected as big friends 
MM. Tripier and Malespine, of the Opinione 
Rationale. The latter for a long time coti< 
tended that no casus belli was roads out, 
beoanse M. de Sarcey had attacked only .^f.. 
de Girardin, and his system of jouriiulism, 
and had never intended to insult the writers 
in the Liberie. M. Pessard, however, us ro- 
proaenlin}; the Liberie, not being eatislied 
with this eiplanation, a raeetinj; vvirj ar- 
ranged to take place at Vinoennes. When 
the parties were apoo the groaud, aod swords 
in their h'anda. one of M. de Sarcey's seconds 
cried out that M. Pessard must bo consid- 
ered as fighting on behalf of M. do Girardin. 
Theieupon a row onsuod, followed by wthit 
in French is called vois de ftiii, in Engli^h 
'• Qsticufls," and tho dual was abandoned. 
M. de Girardin writes to the Evenemcnl that 
be disapproved of this duel, but that biasnb- 
ordinotes, " who are young," do not agree 
with liim. He disapproves of duellinq; in all 
cases whatsoever, and wished to Goil that ho 
had always been of the same opinion. Tliia 
is in allusion to the rcgrelahle lact ol hi.i early 
life that he killed ArmanJ Uarrel in a dm l. 
M. Duvernoia, tiowover, one of the Liberie, 
and who was M. Pessard's aeoond. seems to 
have determined that blood should be split, 
and has lorced M. Sarcey to moot him. The 
means which ho used will probably bo found 
in tho following article Ironi his pen : — 
"It is now clearly oHlablislied thai A-les.srs 
Sarcey and Company will not lij,'ht ; if ihuy 
insult you they refuse to give you satiafac- 
tioD, and either they go to the podoe office 
with cheek still smarting or pocket the ' lie" 
given to them. Beloro this attitude we (eel 
ourBclves disarmed — disarmeil by lautjhter ; 
therelore, no innlter wli;U iinj)crtir)(:rice they 
may indulge in, for tho future we hIiuII lalio 
good care iHjt to demand repunition. For 
their benefit we inaugurate a now society, 
* Le Monde Drolatiqae.' If M. Saroey bad 
bad tho smalleat notion of what is right he 
would not have inHulteil the whole staO'of the 
Liberie wilhuni liavirii,' ri-'ceived any provoca- 
tion ; ho would have chosen proper seconds, 
and have given them hill power,". However, 
we must not give .M. Sarcey an i niporlatica 
which he has not ; but lake him for what he 
is— an instromenl of the edilor lo the 
Opinion, M. Gueroult. The Liberie ond the 
Opinun aro tho two deinoeralic j.iurnaU 
whOKO antiigoni/'in is most clearly deliued. 
At hoinu the Opinii>n rejiresunta the St. 
Sinionian doctrines of ei)ualily in servitude, 
and abroad it advocalos war at any price ; 
aod these "jarao gentlemon, u ho arc incapa- 
ble to resent an insult that they have drawn 
upon themselves, attempt every day to ern- 
bmil the diderent nations ol lOnropu. 'I'hey 
are never at a loss fjr pretexts to send others 
into danger, and to keep under Hhelter tlKMii- 
selves. For a long time past their hybrid 
policy, wbiob is naitber fish nor llusli, which 
ia neither coarageoua nor pacific, which is 
ncitbor goveromflnt nor oppositionist, has 
been marked in hot iron with these words, 
•■ Tainted d(!mocrocy.' We have taunted M. 
(juoroult with ibis uu every j)ossibln occasion, 
and it is not surprising that ho should wish 
to insult tho Liberie, nor is it aetonishin;; that 
this prudent pontill ol the St. Siraouian 
Church should cbargo one of his vicars with 
I ho task of administering to this raoooar. 
Tbeso Jesuits of democracy do not liko to do 
their own biisiiioss ; and vvu desiro to let 
I'oro Cuoroult know that his maixiiiivrus have 
not dupod us." Wo see by n paragraph in 
tbo Temps that Ibe wound of M. Sarcey is 
not of a dangerous character.

llumorou? Newspaper Paragraphs 

Ofocurso nouo but a western paper could 
have given tho hllowiiig notice of tho death 
of a prominent ci;'r,;Q : " fij was the 
father of eleven sons, hvo of whom married 
married Qvo sisters. He had 189 grandchil- 
dren ; and at his funeral two weeks ago last 
Sabbatb, two horses were slung to death by 
bccs, and another come very near losing bis 
life by the same." 

Another paper in the same locality gives, 
as below, a wholesome specimen of an honest 
obituiiry — eouiothing really uncommon: 

'Ho came to hia death by too Ircqucotly 
Dibbling at the essenee of the el ill- worn, 
which same placed him in a non-travoling coii- 
dition. Ho lay out the ni^ht previous to hia 
death uciir n eottongin i.i this place, and was 
found too lato on the lollowing niorniug for 
medical oid to bo of much iiuportanoe in 
staying his breath Ho has been a regular 
tippler for tho iast half century.' 

A iiaraf^'raph published ia tho Foxtown 
Fusilier betrays, perhaps, a little professional 
juiikuay, but eorves as an obituary and ad- 
vortisenu'ut : 

'Foslsori|)t. — Wo stop tho press, with 
plea.suro, to anilounce the decease of our 
contemporary, iMr Shaggs, editor of the Fox- 
town Flush. He baa now gone to another 
and better world. SuccPsa to him. Persons 
who ha\o tiikcn tho FlasJi will And the fus» 
ilier a good paper.' 

A fictitiom notice of death sent lo the 
odilor of tho Worcester (Mass.) ^y, is thus 
served up quite daintly, and made to answer 
a Joublo purpose : 

'IfPtaltwaa really dead, wo should bo 
very happy to write hia obituary for nothing; 
but as we arc qnile certiiin ho ia alivo, and 
may see these lines, we would reepeotfnlly 
sujjjjesl to bim that he has an unsettled uc- 
count nt l4iis ofFico, and that il he has any 
serious intention ot dying, it may eaee hia 
coiiieiencc a little, in the last hour, lo know 
that he lias paid tho printer.' 

Obituary notices may bo occasionally 
^^ratilyiiig lo survivors, but I havo rarely 
known lliem to hsve been ol much conso» 
queiice ol the subjects themselves. Tho Cir- 
cluville (Ohio) Journal, however, thought 
etherwise when, us an inducement to certain 
of its friends, it stated that 'all sjbacribers 
paying in advance will be entitled to a first 
rate obituary notice in case of deoth.' 

Another Western paper chronicling tho 
lauiintuble oecurreiiee ol a staging, attached 
to a church, uein;^ blown down and 'latally 
injuring' n workman, very feoling said: 

'We aro happy to stale that over 20 per- 
sona wore suddenly brought to tho ground 
safe, and one man, Mr Wilkins, had liis neck 
broke. Mr. W. was on estimable yonng 
man and the lather of a good many children, 
besides a largo [arm well stocked. He was 
fatally injuieil.' 

Upon yot nnother paper tho pressure of 
death apptors to have heavy, tbo editor print- 
ing- tbo Doiioe in one of bis iaanes, 'Several 
deaths unavoidably deferred.

Upon Ihia is placed vertioally or end- 
wise, aawed sections of plank about 4 ibohbs 
wide and 8 inchss long, set transversely or 
across the street, with intermediate strips ol 
board 1 inch thick and 4 inobes wide, wbiob 
servo to eeperate the blocks, leaving places or 
groovog about 4 inches deep and 1 inch wide 
which are filled with ooarsa gravel and the 
whole thoroughly saturated and covered with 
the bituminous preparation. The gravel is 
then beaten in compactly and ro-eaturated, 
ond tbo whole covered with a Oner gravel or 
sand, which completes the process, forming a 
smooth and arched roadway raised at tho 
margins bo aa to form a shallow waterway or 
gutter. It costs lour dollars pc( square yard. 
It is easy for aoimBls and almost noiseless, 
and stands, it la said, much tear and wear. 

QoLD FROM Costa Rioa — A cargo of gold 
dust haa arrived in Paris from Costa Rica. 
It is said to consiet of about 1,000 pounds of 
pure gold, and several Bpeuimens of mineral 
Tbo latter have been sent for analysia to tho 
Mining School in f'ari.i. This is the first 
result of tho cllbtts of a French company to 
whiob ten gold mined have been conceded 
by Dr Castro, the new President of (Josla 
Rica. The director of thia company ia a 
French Oonural, named Gallemer, who has 
obtained tho Emperor's permission to tako 
foreign sorvico, and now holds rank aa Gen- 
eral ol Engineers under Dr Castro. Tho 
Fronch papers spoak of this concession aa 
likely " considerably to augment French iu- 
Qucnco among the republics of Central Amer- 
ica, and to restore the lustre of the Fronch 
namo, which, it muat be confeased, has been 
somewhat diminiabed since onr interventioa 
in Mexico."

Monday, December 17. 

The Council met ul 7.30 p.m. Present: — 
The Mayor and n full Board. 

A oonamaDicatioD from 1, Bravorman, for 
leave to use sidewalk at oorncr of Uuvern- 
ment aod Yates streets, was refeired to the 
Street Coramiltee. 

A communication was read from Alfred 
Waddinj^ton, Superintendent of Education, 
etatiog thill complaints bad been nuuio to 
him of the contemplated cuttle market on 
Fort street, and that ho saw no objociion on 
the part of tbo Common Schools, sinco the 

Croprietors had stated that tbo market would 
6 held ouly on Satardays, which were ob- 
served as bulidaya at the schools, addin<; ibat 
objections were raised by iho manufjirs of 
St. Ann's Convent School, over which the 
Superintendeot had no control, against the 
said market. The coramunicatiou was ro^ 
ceived aod filed. 

Mr Qowen prosented the report of the 
Committee reoommendiDg the Council to 
accept Messrs, J P Davies & Co:'3 proposition 
to open a cattle market, t-ubjoct to certain 
conditions, \'y/. ; IhiU llio sales bo held onco a 
week on Saturday, that llie same bo subjoct 
to tbo Sanatory royiiilations of the city and 
sufBcienlly supplied with water, that the 
Onuncil frame a uiaduated scale of charges, 
and that no oattfs be driv^o tbrongh the 
streets after and before oortaia hours, ex- 
cept on maikol days. 

Several rnoiions were consecuiively intro- 
dued by Mr llobbard and seconded by .Mr 
Layzell, all unconnected with the regular 
business before the Council, and which were 
oatvoted by the rest of ihe Counoillurs, wtio 
protested against their time beiog thus use 
les,sly wasted. 

After a long discussion the subject was re- 
ferred to a Committee with instructions 'o 
draw up by-laws regulating cattle markets 
and oattle driving generally. 

The Conoeil tboa adjonrned until Monday 
evening next. 

Tbe Nanalmo Elections. 

The candidates who seek the honor of rep» 
resenting Nanaimo in the Legislatire Ooun- 
oil are out with addresses this morning. Mr 
Sontfagate promises nothing more than to 
use his '' best endeavors to promote tbe minx 
oral, commercial, and agricultural interests 
of our District, and the Colony at largo; at 
the same time, he would wish to see a " lib- 
eral tariff and bonded system in force," so as 
to encourage foreign trade and shipping to 
our ports. Mr Holbrook promijca to bring 
before the notico of ttio Government, and to 
endeavor to obtain several local wants — enoh 
as the cstablishmont of a County Oourt, a 
grant of money sufHcieot to buiid a school 
house, jail, bridges, &o. Taken altogether 
the " platform " oi Mr Eolbrook is a fair one, 
and there is little doubt bat he woald stand 
" upon " it. The main objection to Mr Hol- 
brook is, that ho does not belong to the 
Island; that it would look rather strange ol 
the people hero to elect a man whose whole 
stake is m New Westminster ; besides, it is 
evident l.be rtiainland has more than its share 
of representaiioii already. Had not iMr 
Sontbgale appearea, I think Mr Holbrouk 
would bo selected, independent of tho objec- 
tions enumerated. The Tribune saya there 
is something wrong — that blank apathy that 
prevails here at present. It is only amongst a 
few that the disregard of tbe election is mani- 
fest. Those who were so egregiously bamx 
boozled at the last election, it may be supo 
posed, will " look before they leap." But 
the indifference with whiob a few look 
npon the present " selection '* is narrowed 
down to one corner. Witnesd the requisition 
to Mr South^aio, hearing xvaiteen names 
and " thirty others." The fact is the editor 
of the Trtljiiac is "boxed up" all the week, 
and leaves everything to "conjecture." Ho 
says the nomination will probably bu on 
Monday. Ho doea'ut know for certain, bo- 
causo tho posters were not printed at the 
Iribune " ollioa." II tho editor would open 
bis optics and make use of bis "specs" bo 
would " probably " see the notices anoounc - 
log the day of nomination. 

Mr Soatbgate addressed tho eleotors in tbe 
'Ooart bonse to day (Saturday), and gave 
them a little insight into bis political creod. 
His enunciation was satisfaotorily received, 
and his return is certain.
